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1. ACCORDING TO OUR BEST INFORMATION, THERE ARE 50 TO 
60 CUBAN MILITARY ADVISORS IN ZAMBIA AT THE MOMENT ATTACHED 
TO ZAPU TRAINING EACILITIES AND PERHAPS ANOTHER 20 TO 25 
CIVILIANS IN THE EMBASSY. WHILE WE HAVE SEEN REPORTS THAT 
THERE IS A UNIT OF SOME 800 CUBAN MILITARY ADVISORS IN 
ANGOLA WHOM ZAPU WOULD LIKE TO BRING IN TO ZAMBIA IN STAGES, 
WE HAVE NO INEORMATION THAT THIS HAS BEGUN OR THAT APPROVAL 
FROM THE ZAMBIANS HAS BEEN GIVEN EOR SUCH TRANSFER. 


2. THOUGH ZAMBIAN INTELLIGENCE OFFICIALS IN UNGUARDED 
MOMENTS ADMIT THE PRESENCE OF THESE MILITARY ADVISORS, 

SENIOR OFFICIALS ON THE MINISTERIAL LEVEL AND THE PRESIDENT 
HIMSELF REFUSE TO DO SO, EITHER PUBLICLY OR PRIVATELY. 

3. 1 BELIEVE KAUNDA WOULD BE DELIGHTED BY AN APPROACH FROM 
ME TO HIM ON THIS SUBJECT. HE AND HIS PRESS SECRETARY HAVE 
BREN WARNING ALL AND SUNDRY OF THE LIKELIHOOD OF CUBAN AND 
SOVIET INVOLVEMENT IF THE WEST SUPPORTS THE INTERNAL SETTLE- 
MENT AND ABANDONS THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSAL. HE WOULD USE 
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ANY WARNING FROM ME AS A PLATEORM TO CRITICIZE THE BRITISH 
AND US FOR OUR DELAY IN PUSHING AHEAD WITH THE AAP, AND FOR 
ENCOURAGING STATEMENTS ABOUT THE INTERNAL SETTLEMENT. HE 
WOULD CLAIM THAT THE MATTER OF CUBAN INVOLVEMENT HERE IS 
IN OUR HANDS. HE WANTS IT NO MORE THAN WE, BUT HE WILL BE 
FORCED TO ACCEPT IT IP THE US AND UK REFUSE TO PUSH AHEAD 
WITH THE ONLY WAY TO AVOID IT-THE APP. 
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4. THE ARGUMENT THAT INCREASED CUBAN-SOVIET INVOLVEMENT 
HERE WILL EUEL SUPPORT FOR THE INTERNAL SETTLEMENT IN THE 
US IS A GOOD ONE AND WORTH MAKING. ANOTHER ARGUMENT THAT 
WE MIGHT USE CONCERNS HELP FOR ZAMBIA IN ITS PRESENT DIRE 
ECONOMIC STRAITS. I COULD SAY THAT WE ARE MAKING A MAXIMUM 
EFFORT AND HOPE TO SIGN A LOAN AGREEMENT FOR $30 MILLION 
WITHIN A FEW WEEKS. TO THIS WE ARE HOPING TO BE ABLE TO 
ADD AT LEAST FIVE AND PERHAPS AS MUCH AS TEN MILLION OF 
PL-480. HOWEVER, THE SUCCESS OF OUR EFFORTS TO HELP ZAMBIA 
IN OBTAINING FINANCIAL SUPPORT, PARTICULARLY FROM PRIVATE 
SOURCES, WOULD INEVITABLY BE AFFECTED BY SHARP INCREASES IN 
SOVIET AND CUBAN PRESENCE. NEITHER OF THESE TWO ARGUMENTS, 
HOWEVER, ARE LIKELY TO CARRY MUCH WEIGHT WITH KAUNDA WHO 
I& USED TO CRITICISM AND ECONOMIC SACRIFICE FOR WHAT HE 
BELIEVES HE MUST DO IN THE AME OF PRINCIPLE. 

5. 1 BELIEVE THE MOST EFFECTIVE WAY TO ADDRESS THIS PROBLEM 
WOULD BE THROUGH A RESPONSE TO KAUNDA ON THE ZAMBIAN PROPOSAL 
FOR TIMING OF HIS STATE VISIT TO WASHINGTON. OUR SILENCE 

FOR OVER A MONTH SINCE THEY GAVE US THE SUGGESTED DATES IS 
BOUND TO HAVE SET THEM WONDERING WHETHER WE ARE IN THE 
PROCESS OF A WITHDRAWAL BOTH FROM OUR PROPOSED SETTLEMENT 
IN RHODESIA AND SUPPORT FOR HIMSELF.

I WOULD NOT MENTION THIS IN TALKING TO THE PRESIDENT, BUT I 
AM CERTAIN THAT HE WOULD HAVE TO BE AWARE OF IT. IN SUCH 
CIRCUMSTANCES I THINK HE WOULD LISTEN MORE CAREFULLY AND 
TAKE MORE SERIOUSLY WHAT WE ARE SAYING. CONVERSELY I BELIEVE 
THAT IF MUCH MORE TIME GOES BY WITHOUT A REPLY TO THIS 
SUGGESTION WHICH REQUIRES COORDINATION WITH OTHER COUNTRIES, 
THEY WILL SOON BECOME OFFENDED AND BITTER. IN THIS MOOD 
THEY ARE QUITE CAPABLE OF ACTIONS WHICH, IN EFFECT, CUT
